[out  of  Newfoundland,  are  hereby    notified    that 
[they  may  be  required  to  produce  Passports  at 
various  points  on  their  journey. 

Passports  are  issued  at  the  Department  of  the 
Colonial  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  Rules  and 
I  Regulations  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Coun- 
cil, to  persons  domiciled  in  Newfoundland  who 
are — 

1— Natural-born  British  subjects: 

2 — The  wives  and  widows  of  such  persons,  or 

3— Persons  naturalized  in  the  United  Kingdom, 

in  the  British  Colonies,  or  in  India. 
A  Passport  cannot  be  issued  on  behalf  of  a  per- 
son already  abroad ;  such  person  should  apply  for 
one  to  the  nearest  British  Mission  or  Consulate. 
Passports  must  not  be  sent  out  of  Newfoundland 
by  post. 

Applicants  are  requested  to  have  their  Forms 
of  Application  (which  can  be  obtained  at  this  De- 
partment) properly  filled  in,  according  to  margi- 
nal instructions  thereon,  and  forwarded  to  the 
Department  in  suflficient  time  to  permit  of  any 
necessary  alterations  being  made  in  the  same  be- 
tore  the  date  upon  which  the  Passport  would  be 
required. 

The  charge  for  a  Passport  is  $2.50.  which  cov- 
ers a  period  of  two  years,  after  which  it  may  be 
renewed  for  four  further  periods  of   two    years 

I  each,  at  a  charge  of  $1.00  for  each  renewal.

Ptfiilations  niailc  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  Conjunction  with  the 
('ommiMKloners  of  CustoniH,  under  Sertion  M  of  the 
MerrhautH'  Shipping  Act,  1906. 

I'nder  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  the  Merchants'  Ship- 
ling   Act,    1906.   the   Board  of  Trade,   in   conjunction   with   the 
DHimissioners  of  Customs,  hereby  make  the  following  regula- 
lons  relating  to  ships'  names,  and  direct  that  they  shall  come 
Vo  force  on  Ist  January.  1908. 

1. — Any   person   who  proposes  to  make  application  for  Re- 

^stry  of  a  British  ship  shall  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  pro-

7, — When  it  is  proposed  to  register  the  ship  at  a  port  not
